Undaunted, by council’s action Mon- 
day in disapproving of the bond com- 
mission’s recommendation that Har- 
rington, Howard & Ash, of Kansas 
City, be appointed as consulting en- 
gineers for the Spring street viaduct, 
and still hopeful that council will re- 
verse its action on more thorough con- 
sideration, the viaduct committee of 
the commission in executive ses- 
sion Wednesday afternoon at city hall 
drafted a report adhering to its pre- 


vious recommendation and requesting 


the appointment of a committee from 
the commi.sion and one from the 
council to jointly consider the matter 
and come to a mutual agreement. 
This action was taken by the com- 
mission in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the ordinance creating the 
bond commission} and was declared 
by Mayor Key, who conferred with 
the committee after the meeting, to 
be the proper course. The mayo-> 
in addressing the -wagamittee sated 
that there are good engineers in At- 
Janta, but that he is in complete {a- 
vor of choosing the best engireer 
possible, “whether he be from Kan- 
sas City or Kalamazoo,” to act as 
consulting engineer in the contem- 
plated Spring street viaduct work. 
Will Go to Bond Commission. 
The report which was drafted by 
the viaduct committee will be pre- 
sented to the regular meeting of the 
bond commission next Tuesday, and 
it is understood that the commission: 
will ask council at its regular meet- 
‘ing on the following Monday to name 
a committee to meet with a commit-

CHAMBER OPPOSED 
TO GENERAL BONUS 
FOR EX-SOLDIERS 


‘Referendum Take m at 


Meeting Held on Re- 
quest of United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 


HELP FOR VETERANS, 
HOWEVER, IS FA VORED 


Chamber Calls for Land 
Grants, Opportunity to 
Build: Homes, and Voca- 
tional Education. 


Atlanta’s chamber of commerce di- 
reetors went on record Wednesday 
afternoon as opposed to the proposed 
national legislation authorizing a gen. 
eral bonus to soldiers who served in 
the United States army during the 
recent. world-wide conflict. The 
referendum on the bonus question was 
taken at the requést of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, Wash- 
ington, D. C., which organization 18 
requesting the same action from all 
chambers of commerce throughout the 
country in an endeavor to learn the 
sentiment on’ this question of the pub- 
lic in every’ section. 

However, the board of directors 
went on record as favoring aid to 
the ex-service men by giving them an 
opportunity to cultivate the soil, to 
enable them to build homes, and to 
acquire vocational education. Four 
individual questions were voted on, 
three of which wefé favored and one 
disapproved. 

“Do you favor national legislation 
for a general bonus, whether paid in 


eash immediately or with payment ge | ” 


ferred through use Of “certificates?” , 
was the question which was voted on 
negatively by the chamber direttors. 
The three following questions were 
favored: 

“Do you favor a national sy stem of 
reclamation to be initiated through 
adequate federal appropriations and to 
be carried out, for the purpose of af- 
fording gx-service men opportunity to 
cultivate soil? 

“Do you favor national legislation 
and appropriations to enable ex-service 
men to build homes? 

“Do you favor national legislation 
and appropriations to enable ex-service 
men to obtain vocational education?” 

The sentiment of the directors rela- 
tive to the bonus was voiced by one 
speaker, who said that the government 
should look after the war veteran; but 
on the question of a bonus declared 


‘that, in his opinion, from the stand- 


point of the soldier himself, the grant- 
ing of a bonus would be a bad and 
dangerous policy. He sajd that the 
financial expenditure Hie be for a 
bonus by the government played no 
part in his veto, and added that pat- 
riotism is a matter beyond purchase. 
‘The splendid ideals of the seldier 
expressed at the time the war broke 
out, and manifested ever since would 
be lowered,” he declared, if such a 


bonus bill were passed. 

W. 0. Foote, president of the cham- 
ber, presided at Wednesday’ Ss meeting. 
Following the board meeting, the ex- 
ecutive committee held a short session.

Taxes on Gasoline, Autos 
and Tobacco Suggested.

Washington, February 8.—Funds to 

pay the soldier bonus will be raised 
by direct taxation, imposing a burden 
of at least $400,000,000 a year for 
three years. 

The house ways and means commit- 
tee has reached this conclusion, and 
is now seeking tRe taxes that can best 
be utilized. Here are some that are 
favored : 

Increase in letter postage from 
to 3 cents, raising $70,000,000. 

A tax of 1 cent a gallon on gasoline, 
bringing in $80,000,000 annually. 

A tax of 25 cents per horsepower 
on autos, to yield $75,000,000. 

An added tax of $1 per thousand on 
cigarettes, and increased taxes on 
smoking tobacco other than cigars. 

A tax on bank checks. 

A tax of one-tenth of 1 per cent 
on stocks and bonds sold in exchanges, 
to bring in $80,000,000. 

A tax on the transfer of real es- 
tate of one-half of 1 per cent or less; 
a half per cent tax yielding $50,000,- 
000.

To Report Bill Soon. 

The committee, according to Repre- 
sentative Frear, of Wisconsin, is near- 
ing its decision on what taxes will 
be employed, and expects to be able 
to report out a bonus bill within a 
short time.

Eight First-Class Vessels 
and Six Cruisers Are 
Included in Denby’s 
Action.

Washington, Februar: %8&.—Con- 
struction work on fourteen capital 
ships was suspended today by order 
of Secretary Denby under direction 
of President Harding. The step 
was taken in anticipation of ratifi. 
cation of the naval limitation treaty 
which resulted from the Washington 
conference and under which only three 
of the vessels involved will be com- 
pleted as war craft. The other elev- 
en will be scrapped or converted to 
merchant ships under the treaty pro- 
Visions. 
_ Secretary Denby acted after Assis- 
tant Secretary Reosevelt had discuss- 
ed with President Harding the terms 
of the treaty affecting the new ships. 
Mr. Harding approved the suggestion 
that work be brought to a standstil 
immediately on the eight superdread 
naughts and six battle cruisers, tne 
building operations thus halted have 
cost the government approximately $5, 
000,000 a month. 

Following ratification of the trea- 
ty contracts for the new ships will 
be cancelled. The uitimare cost to 
the government of this cancellation 
cannot be determined in advance, but 
naval officials believe that a consid- 
erable saving will be made through 
today’s action. 

One Ship Exemtped. 

Only one capital ship under con- 
sturction was exempted from today’s 
suspension order. She is the Colo- 
rado, more than 90 per cent complet- 
ed, and which will be retained in the 
permanent fleet.

Washington, February 8.—The 
opening sessions of the house military 
committee’s investigation of the Ford 
contract offer for purchase and lease 
of the government’s properties at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., revolved today 
principally about the clauses relat- 
ing to manufacture of fertilizers for 
the nation’s agricultural needs. 
Secretary Weeks, of the war depart- 
ment, appearing as the first witness, 
repeatedly declared his doubt as te 
whether fertilizers could be manu- 
factured cheaply.at Muscle Shoals and 
expressed his belief that amendments 
to safeguard better the government’s 
interests in the $106,000,000 invest- 
ment already made should be ‘ncor- 
porated in the offer as it was drafted. 
To alter existing government polli- 
cies regarding the lease of real estate 
or other properties and permit a 
100-year lease of the waterpower ma- 
chinery and dams in Alabama, the sec- 
retary. asserted repeatedly, would be 
an unwise act, and should not be per-

Fixed Capitalization. 

Another often reiterated suggestion 
involving a change in present lan- 
guage of the offer which the secretary 
pointed out would require a fixed 
capitalization for the operating com- 
pany Mr. Ford is to create. The sec- 
retary said no provision existed in the 
offer guaranteeing a capitalization 
which the government might recover, 
in whole or in part, in the event 
the contract was violated. A provision 
of some sort was advisable, he said, 
which would permit the government 
to impose through legal means a pen- 
alty or forfeit sheuld the company 
fail to carry out the terms of the 
offer. 

“Anything might happen in the next 
100 years,” he said. “While I have 
not the slightest doubt as to the solv- 
ency of Mr. Ford, nor of his intentions 
to execute the agreement in good 
faith, neither he nor I will be here 
during the life of the contract. In 
considering this question, we are pro- 
viding for the future generations.” 

Regarding the manufacture of fer- 
tilizers and their cheap delivery to 
the farmers of the country, Mr. Weeks 
said there was no reasonable certainty 
in his mind that that was possible. 

Secretary Weeks announced that ne 
expected to forward “two other offers 
for Muscle Shoals” to congress before 
the end of the week. 

The secretary did not identify the 
additional offers to which he referred 
and gave no details as to their scope.

The blank wall which, they said, 
unidentified influences ayipeared to 
have thrown up between them and the 
true facts, remained unpierced, al- 
though the police department and the 
office of the sheriff were attemptiftg 
to make separate breaches through, it 
into new fields of inquiry. . 

The police continued to concéntrate 
their efforts upon search for Edward 
F, Sands, former secretary and but- 
ler for Taylor, missing since Taylor 
grand larceny 
against him last August. Captain 
David L. Adams, head of the detec- 
tive bureau, reiterated that “there is 
no one else we want, and have dis- 
covered nothing that would. mdicate a 
motive for the crime except that of 
averting prosecution on the grand 
larceny charge.”

The chain is endless as the amaz- 
ing events of the murdered director's 
dual life come to light. 

But the movie chiefs have ssanattinns 
definite to work on—the reputations 
of stars on whom millions of dollars 
have been spent—and_ throughout 
Hollywood the great mea of the indus- 
try were closeted with men and wom- 
en idols of the screen, making every 
effort to hush up scandal, to recon- 
cile estranged mates, to put a damper 
on perfervid love affairs, and to end, 
once for all, the succession of hecite 
parties that are giving the picture col- 
ony a bacchanalian reputation that 
is injuring the box office value of 
some of its most scintillating mem- 
bers.

RISH SITUATION 
AGAIN SERIOUS 


Kidnaping Raids Laid to 
_Members of Republican 
Army Give Affairs Star- 
tling Turn.

London, February 8.—The Irish git- 
uation took a startling turn today with 
the news of wholesale and organized 
kidnaping raids against prominent 
Ulster unionists in the early hours of 
the morning. The numerous victims, 
including many special constables who 
were dispatched to aid in stopping the 
raids, were spirited to unknown des- 
tinations. The capture of a score of 
raiders showed that they were attach- 
ed to the Irish republican army.

Appointment of City Man- 
ager Would Remove Gov- 
ernment Further From 
People, Asserts Key. 


Whatever new charter is decided 
upon by the charter commission and 
offered for final ratification by the 
people will not contain the provision 
for a city manager, but wil! provide 
for a mayor and legislative body re- 
duced to twelve members, it appeared 
virtually certain at the end of the 
commission’s second session Wednes- 


| day afternoon. 


A majority expressed themselves on 
the city manager feature as opposed 
to it, and in favor of a form less top- 
heavy than the present. No attempt 
at formal agreement on these two ma- 
jor points was made, however, and 
will not be undertaken, it is under- 
stood, until plans and arguments are 
all submitted. Adjournment was 
voted until next Tuesday afternoon at 
3 o'clock. 

Herbert E. Choate, a member, offer- 
ed a revised: charter combining sug- 
gestions of a short ballot, unified pow- 
ers of administration, and representa- 
tive government, his charter making 
the third plan to be formally pre- 
sented for consideration. 

City Manager Plan Assailed. 

Appearing before the commission 
he had appointed to frame a charter 
for Atlanta, Mayor Key assailed the 
city manager idea and advised the 
members‘to “forget it” in their prep- — 
aration of another pfan. : 

He declared that he had been as 
much of a city manager as a man 
could humanly be, and asserted that 
a city manager would be a failure. 


“I don’t think-a city manager suite 


either the business of the city om the! 
temperament of the people,” he stated. 
“There may be some superior virtue 
vested in some man that would qualify 
him for the place, but I don’t believe 
it exists. 

“Some of the poorest men I ever 
saw in the council were men who 
came there with the prestige of busi- 
ness behind them. I don’t believe our 
government needs a city manager. I - 
don’t believe there’s any place for such 
a man. 

“There’s no human can do what you 
wrould ask this man to do. The man 
you speak of would be just a man- 
ager of managers. You will have re- 
moved your government just one step 
farther from the people. He would 
bave to do what thé council said, and 
if that’s so, what’s the use having 
him. 

“Then he'd be gotten out here and 
there and cuddied up at some of these 
dinners and some people would pretty 
soon get what they want. I’ve seen it 
done before. I know. 

“The sooner you forget the city 
manager plan the better it will be for 


your program.”

NUMEROUS PLEAS 
FOR ASSISTANCE 
MADE TO WARDEN 


Such scenes as are being repeated 
daily in the office of city warden have 
not occurred since the industrial de- 
pression of 1914, according to state-

W. H. Johnson and Miss Elizabeth 
Ivey, assistant warden. 

One hundred is the average of in- 
dividuals and families each day ask- 
ing for assistance, and more than $1,- 
QOO a week in the form of orders for 
groceries and coal is being distributed 
for their relief. 

Men and women of both races are 
thronging the office, many women 
with babies clinging to their skirts. 
There is the usual number of aged, 
decrepit and ill to assist, but the ma- 
jority are able-bodied persons out of 
employment and unable to find work. 
Pinched to privation they are driven 
to an appeal for charity. 

Literally swamped with applica- 
tions the department has found it im- 
possible to make the necessary inves- 
tigation in each case, and is being as- 
sisted by the public health nurses 
and the police department. The dif- 
ferent charitable agencies of Atlanta 
are also aiding. 

“We are making the investigations 
just as fast and as thorough as we 
can,” said Mr, Johnson, “but for the 
aid of the police force, the public 
health nurses and charity organiza- 
tions we would be unable to cope with 
the situation.’’ 

Miss Ivey declared that the office 
had seen nothing like the distress 
since the winter of 1914 and the suc- 
ceeding year, and it has become neces- 
sary to work at night to keep up with 
the records.

While, they were crowded in a 
big brooder “ugly duckling” was 
warmly hou in his own big brooder 
and moved about leisurely, if a; bit 
wobbly, on his two good feet. .He 
was also attracting as much attention 
as the super-egg of M. D. Broodfield, 
— in The Constitution of Wed- 
nesday. 


Life of Ease. 

The “ugly duckling” bids‘ fair, as 
long as it continues in this life, to 
pass an existence of ease. He'll have 
a pen all to himself, and he won't have 
to fight with ordinary fowls of the 
barnyard for his meals. He'll have 
his served privately. This four-legged 
prize is going to attract considerable 
attention if ways and means of the 
owner of the Blue Ribbon hatchery to 
keep the little fellow from the grave 
are successful. He looks a little sick, 
but then lots of chicks so young don’t 
appear to be in the best of health.

Lloyd George has agreed to debate 
the Indian problem in the house of 
commons, which will bring the situa- 
tion to a head from a domestic politi- 
cal standpoint. . 

In the meantime it is learned that 
the Indian administration is preparing 
for repressive action which may in- 
clude action against Gandhi and his 
foremost lieutenants. 

Officials Less Guarded. 


Following the communique of the 
Indian office regarding the seriousness 
of the situation, officials at home are 
less guarded in admitting that con- 
ditions are dangerous and declare that 
the policy of tolerance merely leads 
to aggravated aggression. ~ 

The actual demand made by Gan- 
dhi as disclosed by the communique 
are: First, for the release of all pris- 
oners convicted on “non-violent activ- 
ities.” . 

Second, a guarantee that the gov- 
ernment will refrain’ from interfer- 
ence with the activities of the non- 
co-operators. ‘ 

These demands, the government an- 
swers, can neither be accepted nor 
discussed. The issue is not between 
political programs, but between law- 
lessness and the maintenance of prin- 
ciples of civilized government. 

“Civil disobedience must be met 
with sternness and severity,” the 
statement concludes. 

Defiance Growing. 

News dispatches from India report 
steadily growing defiance of the law 
and refusal to pay taxes. 

Owing to the unsettled conditions 
in the east, Llovds and other under- 
writers jn London have announced 
that all policies in India will be re- 
vised after due notice, with a rear- 
rangement of terms covering risks of 
war. strikes and riots. 

Briefly summed up the _ situation 
shows that the government has at last 
determined to accept Gandhi’s chal- 
lenge. and that it will demand a 
showdown.

Costs U. S. Little 
Over $200,000 


For Scope Meeting Was One 
of Cheapest Ever Held. 
U. S. Report Finished.

Washington, February 8.—It cost 
the American government only about 
$300,000 to carry through the arms 
conference. In fact, the amount 
spent above the original $200,000 ap- 
priopriated for the purpose by con- 
gréss ig expected te be so small that 
President Harding has ordered it tak- 


en from the state department contin- 
gent fund rather than going to con- 
gress for a deficiency appropriation, 
._ For the scope of the work under- 
taken and the three months required 
to accomplish it, the arms confer- 
ence stands, therefore, as one of the 
least expensive of its kind ever held. 
Only one of the American delegates 
received a salary—Elibu Root—and 
his salary was but $250 a week. 

The most expense, a report now be- 
ing prepared by Undersecretary 
Fletcher will reveal, occurred in 
printing, in remodeling the navy 
building into offices for the dele- 
gates—most of which were never 
used—in alterations of the first floor 
of the D. A. R. congress hall, to 
accommodate the plenary sessions of 
the conference, and in the work of 
the secretariat general. 

Completes the Report. 

The American delegation Wednes- 
day completed its report of the arms 
conference negotiations—totalling 40,- 
000 words—sent it to the printer and 
it probably will be ready for Presi- 
dent Harding Thursday or Friday. 
The report, accompanied by the con- 
ference treaties, will go to the senate 
probably Saturday or Monday. 

The big job completely out of the 
way, Secretary and Mrs, Hughes will 
leave for a two weeks’ trip to Ber- 
muda as soon as Secretary Hughes 
ean clear his desk of accumulated mat- 
ters. Thursday or Friday he will send 
a reply to the invitation to attend 
th: Genoa economic conference. 

Secretary Hughes says he doesnt 
need a vacation, never felt better in 
bis life, but believes a little change 
won't hurt. Besides, one of 
daughters is now in Bermuda and 
that objective has been chosen to per- 
mit of a visit with her. 

For the next few weeks, therefore, 
interest in arms conference results 
shifts to the senate: Both Senators 
Lodge and Underwood, leaders of their 
respective parties in the upper branch 
of congress, believe that opposition to 
the treaties has materially waned and 
that no reservation to any of the pacts 
will muster more than a dozen votes 
on each side—a total of twenty-four. 

Will Quiet Opposition. 

Underwood further believes that 
the report just completed on the 
treaty constitutes so complete an ex- 
planation of everything that it will 
completely quiet opposition, thwart 
any vharge of secret diplomacy and 
make unnecessary any party confer- 
ence on the subject. He will hold a 
conference with his democratic follow- 
ing. however, if such is desired, for 
further explanation. 

Irreconcilables, on the other hand, 
de not view the outlook so optimisti- 
cally. Leaders among them declare 
that the treaties will not pass with- 
out “thorough and protracted debate.” 
Senator Johnson, one of these, is ex- 
pected to devote himself particularly 
to questions pertaining to Japan and 
what she gained from the conference.

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DELAY OF GENOA MEET 


London, February 8—(By _Asso- 
ciated Press.)—It is unlikely that the 
French government’s request for a 


‘three months’ delay in the opening of 
the Genoa conference will be met by 
Great Britain, it was stated by offi- 
cials today. 

There are. no objections to a delay 
of a week or even a fortnghit, it was 
said, but so far as Great Britain is 
concerned, the solutions of the prob- 
lems to be considered at the confer- 
ence would not be benefitted by 
months of preliminary investigation. 
The sooner the conference convenes 
the sooner European industrial re- 
construction will begin, according to 
the views of these officials. Decision 
of the question of delay, however, ob- 
viously rests with the cabinet, which 
is now considering the French propo- 
sals regarding the agenda of the con- 
ference. 


REAFFIRMS PLAN 
FOR GUARANTEES. 

Paris, February 8.—(By the <Asso- 
ciated Press.)}—Premier Poincare to- 
day reaffirmed the French govern- 
ment’s determination to seek guar 
antees before going into international 
economic conference at Genoa. He 
made this clear at a secret session of 
the foreign affairs committee of the 
chamber of deputies, to which he gave 
complete details of the government's 
plans and copies of documents. 

The Premier said it was France’s 
right and duty before going to Genoa 
to get the necessary assurances that 
none of her -ights under existing trea- 
ties, nor those concerning: the league 
of nations, would be jeopardized. But 
as to whether French delegates actu- 
nor would go to the conference, he 
said: 

“It is not for France either to ac- 
cept or decline an invitation issued in 
her name.” : 

Premier Poincare answered a long 
list of questions concerning the pro- 
posed Anglo-French pact and whether 
France was bound by decisions reach- 
ed by the allied supreme council at 
its recent meeting in Cannas. The 
commission expressed thorough satis- 
faction with the premier’s explanation 
and thanked him for submitting the 
documents. 

Nothing wil] be made public con- 
cerning one of the commission’s ques: 
tions as to whether the league of na- 
tion’s and its international Jabor 
bureau would be invited to send repre- 
sentatives to Genoa.

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Dublin, Ga., February 8.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Following newspaper accounts 
of the creation of a third federal 
judgeship for Georgia, all middle 
Georgia, particularly, has been specu- 
lating upon the nominee. The name 
of G. H. Williams, of this city, stands 
out among the list of eligibles. Local 
newspapers and well-known politicians 
of this ctiy and section are openly 
urging the name of Mr. Williams, not 
merely because he is a Dublin man, 
but because he is well qualified for 
the place. 

In a statement today, Mr. Williams 
said: “I do not know just what the 
bill provides, but J see from press 
notices that it is an additional judge 
for ‘the northern district with the 
right to preside in both the northern 
and southern districts.

Mr. Williams is 50 years of age, and 
has been a member of the Dublin bar 
for 22 years. He is regarded as 
among the ablest practioners in south 
Georgia. Democrats and republicans 
alike are combining in an effort to 
influence his appointment. as a federal 
judge for the new vacancy. Mr. Wil- 
liams has twice been the nominee of 
his party as a candidate for the Unirt- 
ed States senate from Georgia, and is, 
in addition to being a leading member 
of the local bar, a farmer and a 
wealthy business man.

Three of the ships are practicai- 
ly at the same point in construction. 
The two to be retained have not been 
selected. 

To Sell Dreadnoughts. 

. Further steps toward the carrying 
into execution of the naval limita- 
tion treaty will be taken by the navy 
department with the sale of obsolete 
pre-dreadnaughts slated for scrapping 
under the treaty. It was said todav 
that this work would be done prior 
to ratification of the treaty since the 
vessels are regarded as of no military 
value and would have been disposed 
of even had no treaty been negotiated 
Two such old battleships were sold 
for junk while the treaty conference 
was still in progress. 

Secretary Denby’s suspension order 
was the first .1jor step toward 
carrying out the limitation treaty. As 
yet plans for actual scrapping of the 
vessels as required by the _ treaty 
within a fixed time after ratification 
by all signatory powers have not been 
completed. A special technical board 
of officers is working out details of 
this program. The treaty allows 
scrapping by any one of several 
methods and the board is to recom- 
mend the best method to be followed 
with each new or old ship to be dis- 
posed of.

LAWS GOVERNING 


FISHING IN STATE 
TO BE ENFORCED 


Game wardens of Georgia were in- 
structed Wednesday by State Game 
and Fish Commissioner J. Frank 


Rhodes to enforce to the letter the 
laws prohibiting seining, trapping, 
spearing or gigging fish in Georgia 
between February 1 and July 1. In 
this period only fishing with hook and 
line is permitted according to the 
game and fish commissioner. 

Following is a copy of instructions 
sent to wardens: | 

“If any person should catch or take 
fish with seine, net, gig, spear, trap 
or ike device from any of the waters 
of this state, between the first of 
February and the first of July, ex- 
cept with hook and line, he is vio- 
lating the Jaw. It is your duty to 
seize all such devices and prosecute 
all such violators as well as those 
poisoning and dynamiting. [I feel that 
all law-abiding citigens should wake 
up and realize that our fish and game 
are being unduly slaughtered to the 
detriment of our ‘farmers and other 
citizens, whose pleasure it would be 
to go out as in the latter days with

Describes Negotiations. 

Secretary Weeks then _ proceeded. 
Ile described fully the negotiations 
from their inception, covering. a - pe- 
riod of more-than six months. Mr. 
Ford’s agreement to pay 4 per cent 
on the total cost of construction on 
the daigs, he said, was a distinct in- 
crease in the value of his proposi- 
tion. 

One of the offers to be sent to con- 
gress, Secretary Weeks said, was a 
“verbal statement from another re- 
sponsible company” which offered to 
complete the Wilson dam at its own 
expense. No written. offer had been 
inade, he. added, but his belief was 
that one probably would be. 

Referring to the manufacture’ of 
fertilizer by the. Muscle Shoals plant, 
Mr. Weeks said he believed ‘ ‘Mr. Ford 
was Very largely groping in the dark.” 

“The interest in‘ this matter.” he 
“is due to the large num- 
ber of people who believé they will get 
cheap fertilizers. 

The secretary -said Mr. Ford’ had 
told’ him -In ‘conversation * that Ie 
would not continue ovér a given pe- 
riod of years to ——oe fertilizer, 
or do so at al a loss. 

“I think - ri shoul ‘be. a forfeit 
tmposed,’ Mr. Weeks declared, “to 
apply in the event the manufacture 
of this commodity is stoppe® If that 
happens a great many people would be 
disappointed.” 

In replying to Cahirman Kahn, Mr. 
Weeks said Mr. 
statement that he would not make 
fertilizer: at a loss during an inter- 
view with him on October 11. 

The secretary said it was his opin- 
ion that it was as important to have 
the government for 
money it would spend to obtain land 
and flowage rights under the _con- 
tract as it was to have interest paid 
en money required to — the 
dam.

United States Spent $87,000,000. 

Answering questions from Mr.

The secretary said a fifty-year lease 
would be “fa much wiser. policy” than 
one for one hundred, years, offered by 
Mr. Ford, because “all kinds of things 
can happen in a hundred years.” 

Representative McKenzie, of Illi- 
nois, asked if the one hundred years 
were reduced to fifty, whether it would 
necessitate negotiating a new offer. 

“It would unless Mr. Ford agreed 
to it,” Mr. Weeks answered. ‘It 
would change the figuring on the 
amortization plan, but I do not be- 
lieve it would mean a redrafting of 
the whole offer.” 

In reply to another question, the 
secretary asserted Mr. Ford had in- 
sisted on the $5.000.000 figure as his 
price offer for the nitrate plants. 

Opposition Expressed. 


Some opposition was expressed by 
the war secretary against any attempt 
on the part of the government “to en- 
ter’ into'the manufacture of fertilizer.” 

“If the property were mine,” he 
“I. would, however, insist 
upon a guarantee for fertilizer for the 
life of the. contract.” 

The Wilson dam could be complet- 
ed by the government, the secretary 
said, without taking a dollar from the 
treasury. 

“Bonds could be issned,” he said, 
adding that “power is being carried 
from that region as far north as North 
Carolina now and is readily .sold. 
There is need for it.” 

Representative Hull, Iowa, wanted 
to know if the secretary favored fix- 
ing the amount of capital the Ford 
holding company should have.

BILL TO POLITICIANS 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, February 8 — (By 
Constitution Leased Wire.j—Dis- 
clussing the Dyer anti-lynching bill, 
Senator Harris this afternoon said: 

“The Dyer anti-lynching bill, in 
my judgment, was primarily conceiv’ 
ed by republican leaders for purely 
political purposes in the north and 
west, rather than a wholesome and 
sincere desire to help the negroes in 
the south—for the bill is aimed at 
the south. 

“T believe the bill to be unconstitu- 
tional, and competent students of the 
law have insisted that the bill is out- 
side and beyond the consfitution~ of 
the United States. 

“Should the bill be reported out 
of the senate judiciary committee, it 
will be stubbornly fought ta the end 
on the floor of the senate. f do not

Richmond, Va., February 8.—Dent- 
al work on the upper left molars in 
his mouth served to identify the 
charred body taken from the ruins of 
the omg oe hotel today as that of 
Captain Frank Linwood Shaw, 64 
years old, native of Goshen, and vVeter- 
an conductor of the James river divi- 
sion of the Chesapeake and Ohio rail- 
way. The identification was made 
this afternoon by Dr. Uriah Harmon, 
dentist, who accompanied Dr. John A.- 
Shaw, son of the victim, to the city 
morgue, where the body had_ been 
oo from an undertaking establish- 
ment. 

Captain Shaw had been a resident 
of the Hotel Lexington for about ten 
years, and occupied a room in the 
west wing. The window opened on a 
small alley. There was no fire escape 
iunmediately near the room and no 
means of exit except the door and win- 
dow. use of the disconnected tel- 
ephone system, it is doubtful whether 
or not he was warned by the roar 
of the approaching flames until they 
had swept through the corridors and 
blocked all possible escape. 


Find Crushed Torso. 


Digging beside a rusty and blacken- 
ed iron boiler, practically in the cen- 
ter of the heaped wreqkage, about 
30 feet north of the site of the Pearl 
laundry, workers came upon. the 
burned and crushed torso. Both of the 
legs were gone and the right arm 
was severed at the shoulder.

There were 471 more felons com- 
mitted to state prisons during the 
year 1921 than during the preceding 
year, according to statistics for th» 
annual report of the prison commis- 
sion which save just been completed 
by Secretary Goodloe Yancey. 

Out of the 337 paroles granted 
during 1921, only six: of this number 
were returned to prisons for violating 
their parole.

Governor Hardwick granted 207 pa- 
roles during 1921 while 130 were is- 
sued by the prison commission.

Discussing Macon as the proposed 
headquarters, he said that it would 
make this city the center of the cot- 
ton interest of the state and will 
bring from $500,000 to $1,500,000 
to Macon banks each year for a pe- 
riod of eight months. 

The office of the association, he 
said, would require an entire floor of 
some office building and would empioy 
from 100 to people, including 
stenographers. warehouse men, cotton 
experts, insurance men and others. 

That six states in the United States 
are already represented in the asso- 
ciation, and that by May there will 
be ten organizations perfected, was 
information volunteered by Mr. El- 
more. Georgia, he said, will have the 
second largest organization, ranking 
next to Texas. 

President J. H. Mills, of the Geor- 
gia Farmers’ union, emphasized the 
work of the state union along the 
lines of co-operative marketing edu- 
eation for the rural sections and leg- 
islative matters. He stated the union 
is in favor of the co-operative mar- 
keting association and pledged its sup- 


rt. 

J. J. Brown, Georgia commissioner 
of agriculture, told <he meeting that 
the farmers of the state are behind 
the movement and are going to sign 
the contract that will put it over the 
top. He pledged the active support of 
the state department of agriculture 
and the state bureau of markets. 

The Resolution. 

The resolution indorsing the move- 
ment is: 

“We heartily indorse the formation 
of commodity associations for all of 
Georgia’s principal products, and we 
recommend : 

“That associations be organized un- 
der a long term binding contract. in 
which the growers pool their products 
and average prices for the same qual- 
ity and grade of stuff handled. 

“We recommend that associations be 
organized around the particular tom- 
modity that is to be handled; we rec- 
ommend that these associations be 
non-profit and non-capital. 

“We wish especially to call atten- 
tion to the Georgia Cotton Growers’ 
association, and earnestly urge every 
farmer in the state of Georgia to sizn 
his cotton for sale through this asso- 
ciation for the next five years. 

“We consider the question of solving 
the farmers’ marketing problem as

— terms. And such a man is 

. H. Harris, a large grower of pe- 

so and peaches at fort Valley, who 
sets out his views in effective lan- 
guage in a letter to the National City 
Bank. 

Here is his letter in part: 
“The farmer wants no special 
legislation, no representation on 
the reserve board, no preferred 
jobs, he merely wants the special 
legislation favoring other workers 
removed ;\in other words, that ev- 
ery tub stand on its own bottom, 
and let each man earn what he 
can. 

“Nothing will save the farming 
industry but a deep cut in freight 

yates. We are all merely produc- 
ing tonnage for the railroads, who 
merely collect from the unorgan- 
ized workers, and turn it over to 
the organized workers. ‘The lat- 
ter punish when the politicians 
fait to do their bidding; we farm- 
ers don't. 

“When the Chicago labor board 
fixes a railroad man’s pay at a 
bi igher price than he can earn in 

er open pursuits, it is no lar- 

gess of the labor board. It is a 

purely arithmetical proposition. 

The excess given to the railroad 

worker is taken from what the 

farm worker earns. 
“The Living Wage.” 

“The impracticable humanita- 
rian will say that the higher pay 
given the railroad laborer will put 
up to a “living wage” the pay of 
the laborer in other pursuits, but 
the reverse is true, for the more 
paid to the railroad labor, the less 
of the pri¢e there is left to pay 
the other labor. 

“It is not a question between 
capital and labor, but it is be- 
tween the different classes of labor 
as to which shall get its fair 
share, or more than its share. 

“Take Georgia’s approximately 
ten thousand cars of peaches. In 
even figures, of the proceeds of 
the sale of this fruit this year, 
selling got 8 per cent, transporta- 
tion got 62 per cent, and produc- 
‘tion got 30 per cent, out of which 
to pay all. the labor that grew 
and picked the fruit, as well as 
for a few such items as crates, 
fertilizers, spray material, wag- 
ons, mules, etc. 

“The labor alone that hauled a 
ear of peaches for four or five 
days got more than all the labor 
that plowed, pruned, harrowed, 
sprayed, picke and packed the 
crop, nearly a year’s work. 

“Georgia’s watermelon 
ments were almost as bad. 

“The sorriest negro porter that 
rides a train for a few hours a 

‘day through our town gets mare 
for his year’s work than does the 
most intelligent energetic | and ef- 
ficient farmer for his year’s work, 
averaging nearly twice as many 
hours a day. There isn’t a farmer 
in the country who has gotten this 
vear for his work as much as, not 
the best, but the sorriest such 
porter.” 

Labor Situation Serious. 

The railroad labor situation is s¢- 
rious. ‘The rates fixed by the labor 
board are out of all proportion to the 
wages being urged by common labor- 
ers in other lines of work. That this 
fact has been quickly reeognized by 
the railroads is apparent when com- 
panies are finding it practicable to 
contract out much of their work and 
save 20 to 30 per cent, which of 
course is after the contractors have 
made a profit. 

Here are a few instances which 
serve to illustrate the point: 

The Erie has contracted for track 
a over its entire line. The 

Louis and San Francisco substi- 

ated heavier rails over much of its 
line last year. If it had had the work 
done by its own employees it calcu- 
lates that the cost would have been 
$550 per mile; but it was done by 
contract at $350 yer mile. 

Pumps on the Frisco road are op- 
erated by electricity and require only 
that a switch be thrown to start or 
stop and an occasional oiling of the 
parts. Under the union-made rules 
that have been in force this meant 
three shifts to a pump, but the com- 
pany has been able to contract for the 
saving of about 65 per cent. 


COTTON PROSPECTS 
FOR THiS YEAR. 

While it is early to make predic- 
tions for the coming Season aire is a 
basis for confidence that prices of 
farm products will make some recoy- 
ery in the present year. As a result 
of the short crop of cotton the sur- 
plus of th.t commodity which has 
hung over the market for several years 
will be in great part removed. While 
a larger crop may be expected in 1922 
than in 1921, an increase of 5,000,000 
bales sounds very large, and there is 

good reason to think that the market 
ell take a 13,000,000 bale crop with- 
out a serious decline of price. The 
world’s stock of cotton goods has not 
been kept up in recent years, and one 
of these days replenishment will be in 
order.

Georgia Melon 
Growers toFight 
For LowerRates 


Moultrie, Ga., February 8.—(Spe 
cial.)—~Since learning the information 
from Washington several days ago to 
the interstate com- 
merce commission had ordered a 10 
per cent cut in the freight rates oa 
watermelons was incorrect, growers 
and buyers in south Georgia have 
started a movement to secure a restora: 
tion of the rates in effect in 1920, 
which would be equivalent to a re 
duction of about 30 per cent. 


It is not quite clear here how 
newspaper correspondents in Wash- 
a sae got the impression that the 
Bs oe had ordered a cut in melon 
rates, S it is assumed that the con 
fusion grew out of the consent of the 
railroads which voluntarily reduced 
their rates on certain farm products 
let the cut apply to melons also. 
This reduction continues, however, 
melon men here say, only for. six 
months, putting the expiration date at 
June 30, or just about the time the 
Georgia melon season gets under way. 

At least one big railroad operating 
in the melon zone in_Florida and in 
Com already has said that it 
would not put the reduced rates 
into effect for the reason to do so 
would discriminate against the Geor- 
gia growers. It is also stated that 
the I. C. C. has issued no erder on 
the subject. 

The melon growers will first take 
the matter up with the railroads and 
ask a voluntary downward revision of 
rates and if it is not granted will re- 
quest a hearing before the interstate 
commerce commission. The matter 
was carried before the commission last 
year, but ‘t was too late for any 
relief to be granted. Even a 10 per 
cent reduction would save the grow- 
ers more than $20 a car, the freight 
rate from Moultrie to New York being 
more than a car. rate to 
the other big cities in the north and 
east ig approximately tt the same sum.

the Present.” Ernest Hodgson, 
scarcely over the age of knee-trousers, 
spoke on “The Boys’ High School of 
the Future,” and was warmly ap 
plauded. 

“Log Cabin Class.” 

A word from Jobn A. Hynds, the 
newly-elected president, followed, in 
which Mr. Hynds described the tribu- 
lations of the “Log Cabin Class,” the 
class of 1888, of which he was a 
member. Mr. Hynds told how he 
went to school in a shanty, which 
was usel as a substitute for a school 
building, in the early’ days of the 
history of Boys’ High. Clesing with 
a word for those who represent the 
institution on the. athletic field and 
the gridiron, Mr. Hynds urged that 
the newly-formed association give its 
enthusiastic support to every phase 
of activity conneeted with the school. 
Victor A. Moore, a former student 
in the- institution and now one of 
Atlanta’s promising business’ men, 
was included among the speakers. 

Fittingly closing the program was 
the address of ex-Governor John M. 
Slaton, who also was a member of 
the famous “Log Cabin Class,” of 
the yeur 1888. He told of the old 
days in which those who sought an 
education faced difficulties that are 
hard to conceive today. ‘Taking as 
an example the English schools, he 
recalled how the training received on 
the cricket and football fields of the 
schools in which young Britons are 
trained, is said to have been the rea- 
son why the English army was able 
to withstand the onslaught of the 
enemy in the world war, and empha- 
sized the value of discipline in an 
institution of this kind. ‘The speaker 
closed with an expression of the hope 
that the institution would grow and 
develop in the years to come.

Slan, Judge L. F. McClelland Wed- 
nesday dismissed the warrant. 

McGee testified that Harry B. Ter- 
rell and Upchurch had driven up in 
front of the former's home and that 
Terrell had threatened him pointing 
a pistol at him and ordering him back 
im the house. 

Terrell denied the accusation, but 
stated that he had an automobile 
wrench in his hand. 

Mrs. McGee, who is under indict- 
ment in Fulfén superior court in con- 
nection with the alleged snatching of 
a brief case belonging to Upchurch, 
at Brookwood station several weeks 
ago, denied that she pulled a fake faint 
in order to attract the attention of 
Upchureh. O. M. Howell, former city 
detective, and Wash Mills also were 
indicted for their alleged participa- 
tion in the affair at the station. 

Mr. Upchurch said he did not sus- 
pect Mrs. McGee until Howell had 
been captured with the portfolio. He 
said he discovered Mrs. McGee’s iden- 
tity while in the baggage room of the 
Brookwood station, and remembered 
hearing her name used in connection 
with persons who were assigned to in- 
vestigations of insurgent members of 
the klan. 

He denied threatening Mrs. McGee, 
and said he felt no personal animosity 
towards her. He said the trip made 
the Sunday night when Mr. Terrell 
was charged with brandishing a re- 
volver in the presence of Mr. McGee, 
was not made to the McGee home, but 
to a neighbor of theirs. He said he 
had no. knowledge that any such inci- 
dent took place.

stein was written by one of his first 
cousins in Krivoe-Qzero, state of Pod- 
olsk; Ukraine who the Atlanta grocer 
has beep trying to transport to Amer- 
ica for fifteen months. 

Mr. Rosenstein has been in this 
country for sixteen years, and living 
with him here ‘is his wife, also a na- 
tive of Russia. When Russia was 
thrown into chaos by the world war, 
the uncle and girl cousin of Mrs. 
Rosenstein were slain by. Ukrainian 
national officials.under Petlura, ‘The 
mother died soon after of grief and 
exposure, leaving three little girls, two 
sons on the threshold of manhood and 
a married daughter alone in that 
devastated land. 

For fifteen months Mr. Rosenstein 
tried to secure passage to this country 
for the three little girls, but every 
attempt has failed. One time he sent 
them $130, which soviet officials 
promptly exchanged for Russian cur- 
rency and hauled to the family in 
drays. When they got the money he 
said, it was absolutely worthless. 

The letter received by Mr. Rosen- 
stein Wednesday told him not to send 
any more money but to do all in his 
power to get relief organizations at 
work in Russia to help, and Mr. Ros- 
enstein is counting on the aid of the 
Red Cross to bring the little girl to 
Atlanta, where he will give them a 
home. 

“Before the war,” he said, “my 
wife’s. people, the Kleimans, were well- 
to-do lumber dealers, but now they 
are penniless and without food and 
clothes. While I have tried every 
way at hand to get them to Atlanta, 
I intend to keep up my efforts in 
the hope that something can be done. 
The married daughter and the two 
sons can take cxre of themselves in 
a measure, but the little girls are in 
a terrible condition, and we would be 
only too glad. to give them a perma- 
nent home in Atlanta.”

Mr. Steele stated that on April 235, 
1912, the Southern Sociological —con- 
gress, attracted by the .great prog- 
ress Atlanta has made in the way of 
her social welfare agencies, held here 
the first, meeting ever called outside 
of the city of New York. Nineteen 
states were represented by delegates; 
the. principal speaker was Orin C. 
Baker, then,secretary of the Travel- 
ers’ Aid Society of New York, later 
national secretary. Dr. Anne ll. 
Brown, national figure in social work, 
was also on the program. A three- 
day session was held, and at its close 
resolutions were passed looking to the 
organization of a national travelers’ 
nid society with branches throughout 
the world. Today there are‘over 360 
cities where this great human orgam!- 
zation, whose sole yurp6se is to pto- 
tect and aid women, girls and chil- 
dren and the aged or heipiess travel- 
ing alone.
